— Former Israeli Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban announced today he would seek 
the ruling Labour Party’s nomination for the pre- 
miership in the campaign leading to general elect- 
ions in May.

I AMMAN (JNA). — H.M. King Hussein Sunday asserted Jor- 
j dan’s unchanging support for the resolutions of the six-sided 
Arab summit conference in Riyadh which affirmed that the 
{ Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) was the sole legitimate 
representative of the Pales tinian people. 

He said that Jordan was for the right of self-determination 
for the people of Palestine and that “Jordan’s relationship with 
the Palestinian state” was not only a historical, geographic 
and strategic one but also a reality and a matter of destiny. 

In an exclusive interview published Sunday by the Egyp- 
tian October magazine, the King said that Jordanian govern- 
ment was in constant contact with the United States and other 
friendly countries in the service of Arab causes, to expound 
Arab attitudes and defend Arab rights. 

King Hussein said that the confrontation states were shoul- 
j dering a formidable national burden and therefore it was only 
natural that all Arab states should rush to help those states 
in all fields. 

On his latest talks with President Anwar Sadat, King 
Hussein said the talks led to important and results in the sphere 
of Arab coordination and international action in the coming 
phase. 

He emphasized that reinforcing the flanks of the two 
fronts facing the one enemy was inevitable if the Arabs are to 
face the requirements of action towards a just peace and to 
be prepared for all eventualities should peace efforts fail.

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Ducks and geese 


The announcement in Salisbury yesterday by Mr. Ivor 
Richard that the white minority government of Rhodesian | 
Premier Ian Smith had totally rejected Mr. Richard's latest ! 
proposals on the state's constitutional crisis is grim news 
indeed. It is even more dangerous because it follows the 
weekend parcel bomb killing in Lusaka of Rhodesian guerrilla 
leader Jason Moyo, and it will no douot set the stage for 
rough times ahead for all the people of Rhodesia. 


AMMAN (JNA). — The Jordan 
Valley Commission JVC has dep- 
osited JD 139,000 at the Housing 
Bank for financing housing proje- 
cts in the valley.

From Mr. Richard’s announcement in Salisbury yesterday, 
it appears that the Geneva conference which he chairs is 
very much the "dead duck" that Mr. Smith called it last week. 
The British have taken the proper attitude that their role in 
the Geneva conference is simply one of trying to assist in 
achieving an honourable settlement that would lead to majo- 
rity rule and independence for Rhodesia. Mr. Richard’s personal 
role during his latest two- week shuttle has been, as he says, 
one of trying to "bridge the gap", a process that could have 
led hopeful people to expect the guerrilla war to cool off 
while honest men were trying to strike a workable compro- 
mise between Rhodesia's warring parties. That possibility 
now appears distant, if not completely out of the question. 


National Notes 


I Mr. Richard said that the British would not reconvene the 
l Geneva conference just so that the various parties could sit 
around and look at each other. If the alternative to this is an 
j intensification of the guerrilla war, and thus a hardening atti- 
tude and a greater defensive resort to arms by the Smith 
regime, perhaps there is some logic to having everyone sit 
around at Geneva and look at each other. While the latest 
Smith rejection by itself may have left the door open to such 
an exercise in procrastination and gaining time in Geneva, the 
concurrent assassination of Mr. Moyo last week makes it 
unlikely that this option is open any more. 


The brutal likelihood now is that the gulf between the two 
sides will widen before it narrows, that things will get worse 
before they get better. Rhodesia’s white minority rulers are 
driving themselves into a corner from where they can expect 
little help from anyone. They should heed the advice of Mr. 
Richard that the British are anxious to bring Rhodesia’s rulers 
peacefully out of their isolation. With the active participation 
and support of the British and the Americans, the transition 
to majority rule in Rhodesia can be accomplished peacefully 
and in a manner that will allow the white Rhodesians to enjoy 
a good and just life in the country. Without the intermediary 
efforts of the British, and the moral and material backing the 
Americans are obviously intent on providing, Mr. Smith will 
only intensify the process by which the Rhodesian question 
will be settled by the gun. If he thinks the Geneva conference 
is a dead duck, he may well ponder whether his actions are 
not bringing closer the prospect of he and his followers also 
becoming cooked geese.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


INVITATION FOR TENDERS 


Jordanian newspapers and one 
Kuwaiti daily Monday dealt with 
various topics related to the Mid- 
dle East. 


AL RAT suggests that following 
the Damascus resolution, the Jor- 
danian and Palestinian sides ought 
to spell out clearly their idea of 
the proposed dialogue - - its broad 
outlines, means and end. 


The paper thinks the decision of 
the Palestinian Central Council in 
Damascus to open a dialogue with 
Jordan indicates a united, reason- 
able attitude on the part of the 
Palestinian organisations. It is 
also a healthy phenomenon point- 


ing to an understanding of the ne- 
cessity for practical action and 
the reality of the struggle. 

AI Ra'i continues : "Any serious 
Palestinian action cannot ignore, 
minimise or find any alternative 
for the Jordanian role. As events 
of the past years have proved, 
Jordan, in spite of discouraging 
circumstances, is the only country 
which has never lost faith in its 
role and which bas continued to 
shoulder its responsibilities with 
vigour, solidity and clarity." 

A Jordanian and a Kuwaiti 
newspaper Monday gave differ- 
ent views on the recent distur- 
bances in Egypt over price increa- 
ses. 


AL DUSTOUR says that what 
happened in Egypt a few days ago 
was an alarm bell which ought to 
be heard by the whole Arab na- 
tion, especially the rich states, so 
that they finally understand that 
steadfastness is in reality econo- 
mic and social, not just military 
and political. 

The paper adds that Egypt’s eco- 
nomic tragedy "is a shameful stain 
on the Arab money accumulated 
abroad that afflicts the conscience 
of every Arab." 

What is lequired now is not 
merely "crumbs of bread" thrown 
to Egypt in the form of a loan or 
a grant. Frozen Arab money sho- 
uld quickly find its way to Egypt. 


The Arabs must all understand 
that they cannot have security 
and stability without Egypt. They 
should realise that by helping 
Egypt they would be fulfilling a 
sacred duty to the country which 
has never failed them and- which 
has always been, and still is, their 
true siipporter. 

AL RAT AL AAM of Kuwait, on 
the other hand, says the Egyptian 
media might be trying to scare the 
Arab oil states into providing mo- 
re aid to Egypt by exaggerating 
the role of the communists in last 
week’s riots... 

"Why does Cairo invent this 
communist monster for us every 
time ?" the paper asks. 


It also asks whether the com- 
munists really have “such great 
power" in Egypt, and says the me- 
dia there has "attributed to them 
capabilities which we do not be- 
lieve they possess."

LIBERAL TRENDS FOR 
U.S. FOREIGN TRADE 
POLICY FORECAST 

Although the new United Sta- 
tes administration took over less 
than a week ago, cabinet members 
are already forecasting major 
Liberal trends in U.S. Foreign 
trade policy. 

This policy will be coupled to 
clearly spelled-out requests to 
West Germany and Japan to ap- 
ply similar measures to get the 
lagging world economy moving 
ahead again. 

In an interview in the Wall 
Street Journal this week, the new 
Treasury Secretary, Michael Blu- 
menthal, said he hoped Bonn and 
Tokyo would understand the ne- 
ed for parallel measures to those 
which President Jimmy Carter is 
presenting to Congress to stimu- 
late the economies of the Western 
countries. And Vice President 
Walter Mondale is certainly rais- 
ing the issue during his current 
trip to Europe and Japan. 

Mr. Mondale is not an econo- 
mist but he will know how to ex- 
plain the Carter administration’s 
concern over a world economy 
which, through its lack of dyna- 
mism, has failed, as had been ex- 
pected, to gradually end the rece- 
ssion this year.

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Sudan pushes private sector to develop much-ignored soutl 


When Jaafar Nimeiri seized power in the Sudan in 
1909 he took over the big foreign companies operating 
In his country and established links with Moscow. Since 
then he has overturned that policy and now welcomes 
foreign investment and skills. The recent inauguration 
of the big Kenana sugar project is an illustration of the 
fruits of Nimeiri’s economic re-orientation. 


KHARTOUM (Gemini) — The- 
re was an intriguing duality at 
the recent inauguration of the 
Kenana sugar project, the largest 
in Africa and the third largest in 
the world. 

At one level it was the conven- 
tional opening ceremony. Presi- 
dent Nimeiri said a few words, the 
local governor and chairman of 
the sugar company had much to 
say, and some of the overseas 
visitors under the awning began 
to wilt 

The workers, who knew their 
place in the sun, showed greater 
fortitude. Then followed a hot 
and dusty tour of the canal and 
pumping stations which will sip- 
hon off the Nile to irrigate an 
estate the size of Greater London. 

It should help to make the 16 
million inordinately sweet-toothed 
Sudanese self-sufficient in their 
favourite commodity by 1980. In 
time, half Kenana’s output will be 
exported to the Mi Idle East. 

At this stage there was not 
much to see: cane was growing in 
a pilot scheme, and the air-condi- 
tioned staff housing was comfort- 
ably furnished. Yet it was all curi- 
ously impressive, perhaps because 
;of the vast emptiness and its im- 
pending transformation. 

What was equally impressive 
was the way they preserved the 
technical character of the occas- 
ion while at the same time stag- 
ing a political rally. The opportu- 
nity was clearly too good to miss. 
Kenana is symbolic of the new 
order in the Sudan and President 
Nimeiri’s .conversion to a mixed 
economy. 

When he seized power in a 
Woodless coup in 1969 he seized 
the big foreign companies and 
established close links with Mos- 
cow. Then came the abortive 1971 
coup staged by local communists, 
who literally had Nimeiri by the 
throat at one point. He smartly 
showed Russia the door and left 
it open for the West to return. 

In other words, he stood his 
old policy on its head. Henceforth, 
Sudan would encourage foreign 
investment and skills. But confi- 


dence once lost is difficult to re- 
cover, and Khartoum has had to 
work its passage. 

It is only now, two more attem- 
pted coups later, that Nimeiri’s 
development policies are beginn- 
ing to pay dividends. The World 
Bank, for example, is now back 
in a big way. 

Kenana is a good illustration of 
the fruits of Sudan’s economic 
re-orientation. If the famous Ge- 
zira cotton scheme represented 
its first agricultural revolution, 
Kenana is surely its second. 

The sugar potential of a vast 
wedge of virgin highly fertile alu- 
vial soil between the Blue and 
White Niles some 270 kms. south 
Khartoum had been under discus- 
sion for years. It did not materia- 
lise until 1971, when Tmy Rowl- 
and, chief executive of British co- 
mpany Lonrho, began the comp- 
lex task of putting together the 
financial package for the $ 450 
million scheme. 

He was already on close terms 
with President NLmeri and may 
well have influenced his new eco- 
nomic policy. Rowland's problems 
were closer to home -- indeed, 
in his own boardroom. Several of 
his fellow directors wanted Lon- 
rho to pull back from Africa. 


Kenana was anathema to them, 
and It was Kenana, in fact, which 
finally provoked London's most 
dramatic boardroom row. Rowl- 
and won the day — and proceed- 
ed with his visionary Sudanese 
project. Thus for this most contro- 
versial and enigmatic of entrepre- 
neurs as for one of Africa’s to- 
ughest and shrewdest president, 
Kenana’s inauguration was a mat- 
ter of immense personal satisfac- 
tion. 

Kenana is the largest joint ven- 
ture undertaken by the Sudanese, 
but its investment line-up is ch- 
aracteristic of many other deve- 
lopments. The Sudanese govern- 
ment has a 40 per cent stake, the 
Kuwaiti government 23 per cent, 
the Sudan Development Corpora- 
tion 10 per cent, the Arab Invest- 
ment Company 17 per cent, Lon- 
rho 5.5 per cent. Gulf Fisheries 
2.25 per cent and Nisho-lwai of 
Japan, 2.25 per cent. Saudi Arabia 
may well buy into Kenana, possi- 
bly taking a slice of the Kuwaiti 
holding. 

Loans have been raised from 
the Sudanese government, the 
Arab Investment Company, and 
the Kuwaiti government, and ex- 
port credits from Austria, Britain, 
France and Japan. Production is 
scheduled to start in November 
1978, with the refinery --the 
world’s largest -- producing an 
initial 100,000 tonnes. Its poten- 
tial is an annual one million. 
Lonrho, with its sugar expertise 
acquired in Malawi and the Ivory 
Coast, has the management con- 
tract. 

Too much, of course, should 
not be read into any single pro- 
ject. Yet Kenana illustrates direc- 
tly and indirectly Khartoum’s new 
political and economic motiva- 
tion. Kenana, for example, is Ku- 
wait's largest single agricultural 
investment. On a much broader 
front, the Arab Fund for Econo- 
mic and Social Development is to' 


Bangladeshi record producer 
to tape Quran in 33 tongues 


LONDON, (R). — The Quran, holy book of the world’s 
850 million Moslems, is to be translated into 33 languages in 
the form of long-playing records, a record producer said here 
recently . 


Mohammad Iqbal Zakaria, a 28-year-old Bangladesh-born 
record producer and film distributor, has already completed 
the English, Bengali, Urdu and French versions which go on 
sale in Britain, the United States and France at the end of this 
month. 


The double albums will have the chanting % of . the Arabic 
verses from the Quran interspersed with translations in the 
listener’s own language.

It is no idle dream. Some 17 
million acres are at present culti- 
vated. The plains of central Su- 
dan alone have about 200 million 
acres awaiting the plough — and 
water and infrastructure — and 
there are another 100 million 
acres untapped in other regions. 

Add t r these Arab economic 
affinities, closer political ties with 
Egypt and America and the West 
in general, a deepening distrust 
of the Soviet Union and neigh- 
bouring Libya (President Nimeiri 
accused Mu amm ar Qadhafi of 
masterminding and servicing the 
abortive July coup) and the con- 
sequent U.S. arms programme, 
and, finally, a quiet but warm 
relationship with China, then the 
external character of Africa’s 
largest country becomes unmis- 
takably clear. 

What is less well-defined is the 
domestic consequences of Nimei- 
ri’s pragmatic policies. It follows 
that among the business commu- 
nity in Khartoum there is strong 
support for the fresh start Nimeiri 
has made in unshackling the local 
entrepreneur as well as the over- 
seas investor. 

At the same time, Sudan is 
riven by political and sectarian 
rivalries which made it virtually 
ungovernable in the year follow- 
ing independence in 1956 and wh- 
ich provoked the army’s first in- 
tervention two years later. 

Niraeiri's greatest achievement 
was ending the 17-year civil war 
between the African southern 
half of the country and the Arab 
north. It was not a popular peace 
in the north insofar as its con- 
solidation required and still re- 
quires an immense diversion of 
scarce resources to the “black” 
south. The Arabs, disdainful of 
the Africans, of their loyalty to 
Nimeiri, deeply resented, as they 
saw it, the neglect of the north 
in favour of the south. 

And this is where we come 
back to Kenana’s domestic impor- 
tance. It is situated in an impove- 
rished corner of the White Nile 
Province, the home of the Ansars, 
a deeply religious and conserva- 
tive people who have shown no 
great love for Nimeiri or his prog- 
ressive policies: much of the un- 
rest, the incessant plotting which 
had all but paralysed the Sudan 
stems from this area. 

Thus the laying of the founda- 
tion stone for the Kenana refine- 
ry provided Nimeiri with a heaven- 
sent opportunity to demonstrate 
the totality of his development 
plans, that they embraced the 
north as well as south, that in this 
area alone Kenana has created 
22,000 jobs. 


It was not a question of easing 
unemployment: employment had 
simply not existed. 


Nimeiri appealed for a funda- 
mental change of attitude among 
his traditionalist audience, remin- 
ding them that development bro- 
ught social and cultural as well as 
material advantages. If the res- 
ponse may have been a trifle mu- 
ted, there is little doubt that the 


message went home. 

By way of a reminder, militants 
of the Sudan Socialist Union car- 
ried Arabic banners declaring 
"Nimeiri is the leader of the so- 
cial and industrial revolution.” 
The party activists accompanying 
Nimeiri on his tour of the estate 
were more in evidence than his 
military escort -- a sign of the 
times. 

And if some may have object- 


ed to the occasion being turn' 
into a political rally, it should 
remembered that Nimeiri is so 
to embark upon his election c 
mpaign for a second term as it 
der of this dynamic, if turbule 
country where the fervour of r 
tionalism is matched only by 
passion for Islam and a spirit 
individualism. For a soldier, Ni 
eiri has been quick to see the c 
ngers of regimentation.

At a news conference after the 
Council meeting, Mr. Mondale said 
Soviet military expansion had to 
be dealt with either by negotiation 
or by an “adequate response”. 
The situation was "manageable if 
we act wisely.” 

He said the U.S. was willing to 
expand its contribution in two 
ways, it would fulfil pledges of 
modest increases in existing plans 
for NATO programmes. It was 
also pledged to provide further 
assistance in the context of a co- 
ordinated approach to which other 
NATO members also contributed. 

Mr. Mondale would not specify 
the additional support but did tell 
a questioner he did not expect ad- 
ditional U.S. troops to be sent to 
Europe. 

He also said President Carter’s 
election campaign pledges to trim 
waste from the U.S. defence bud- 
get could be accomplished “with- 
out cutting any muscle” from 
NATO. 

Mr. Mondale said the United 
States agreed with its Com- 
mon Market partners that 
world tariff cutting negotiations 
in Geneva should be resumed as 
quickly as possible. 

He said the U.S. hoped to iron 
out differences that have stalled 
the talks. There was, he added, 
strong approval of the U.S. view 
that economic recovery in indivi- 
dual countries and resumption of 
the trade talks would help to 
avcid the risk of a wave of pro- 
tectionism. 

Besides his talks with the 15- 
member North Atlantic Council, 
Mr. Mondale met the Common 
Market Commission, Belgian Pri- 
me Minister Leo Tindemans and 
Dutch Foreign Minister Max van 
dsr Stoei. 

The vice president stressed U.S. 
determination to improve relations 
with the Common Market during 
his meeting with Mr. Tindemans. 

Leadership of the Western wo- 
rld, he said, was a job to be sha- 
red by nations on both sides of 
the Atlantic. 

He told Mr. Tindemans that the 
U.S. favoured a separate seat for 
the nine at a projected economic 
summit meeting expected to be 
held around June. •• 


Gunmen kidnap 
another senior 
Spanish official 

MADRID, Jan. 24 (R). — Gunmen abducted a senior army general 
today in Spain’s second major kidnapping in six weeks, as riot 
police clashed with leftwing demonstrators in the city centre. 

A group of men kidnapped Lt.-Gen. Emilio Villaescusa Quilis, 
64-year-old President of the Supreme Council of Military Justice, 
the army’s equivalent of the supreme court, outside his home. 

Opposition politicians said the kidnapping could provoke the 
armed forces into abandoning their neutrality in Spain’s transition 
from dictatorship to democracy. 

Police sources said the kidnappers were thought to be members 
of the same extreme leftwing group that abducted the President of 
Spain’s Advisory Council of State, Senor Antonio Maria de Orioi 
y Uxquijo, on Dec. 11. 

The guerrillas, calling themselves the October First Anti-Fascist 
Resistance Groups (GRAPO), last week threatened to strike another 
“major blow” unless the government agreed to free political pri- 
soners in exchange for Senor Orioi. 

In Madrid’s shopping district, riot police firing tear gas dis- 
persed several hundred demonstrators protesting against the death 
of a student yesterday during a violent demonstration for the release 
of political prisoners. 

The civil governor’s office said the youth was shot by two 
men who were identified as members of an extreme rightwing 
group called “guerrillas of Christ the King." 

AFP reported that a 20-year-old woman student today died of 
wounds suffered in the demonstrations here today. 

Gen. Villaescusa, former army chief of staff and commander 
of the Madrid military region, was kidnapped as he left his home 
for his office. 

Eyewitnesses said Gen. Viilaescusa's official chauffeur-driven 
limousine was parked outside his home when two other cars drew 
up - - one in front and one behind. There were two men wearing 
army uniforms in the first car and two others in the second vehicle. 

Four other men walked up to the gate and surrounded Gen. 
Villaescusa as he strolled out. They forced him into his own car, 
together with the driver, and the three cars drove off. 

The general’s car was found abandoned in a Madrid suburb. 
The chauffeur had been gagged with band-aid and warned not to 
move for half an hour. 


Israeli government proposes 
8/ cut on defence spending 


Peled : Peace treaty must 
be signed with Palestinians 


TEL AVIV, Jan. 24, (R). — - The 
government has proposed an app- 
arent cut in defence spending for 
the first time in Israel’s history, 
in a draft budget for 1977-78 pre- 
sented to the Knesset today. 

The budget allocated just over 
41.6 billion Israeli pounds (about 
$4.6 billion) for defence, compared 
with over 34.6 billion Israeli pou- 
nds (about $3.8 billion) last year. 

Mr. Moshe Zanbar, the former 
Bank of Israel governor, told rep- 
orters that the figures represen- 
ted a cut of about eight per cent 
in real terms, takin g into account 
Israel’s inflation, rising prices 
abroad and the decreasing value 
of local currency. 

Observers noted that despite 
the purchase of highly expensive 
warplanes abroad, Israel was now 
producing at home a great deal 
of militar y equipment, including 
aircraft. 

Presenting the 122.5 billion Is- 
raeli pounds (about $13.6 billion) 
budget, Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz said there would be 
no cut in Israeli taxes, which are 
among the highest in the world. 

Mr. Rabinowitz said that infl- 
ation in 1976 had resulted in price 
rises of 38 per cent, a figure that 
the government hopes to hold do- 
wn to 25 per cent this year. 

Local experts say that govern- 
ment plans to combat inflation 
are highly optimistic since the 
draft budget) already contains a 
built-in deficit of five billion Is- 
raeli pounds (about $555 million). 

The experts also say the gover- 
nment is basing much of its fig- 
-ures on expected income from int- 
ernal bond sales with predictions 
that may be unrealistic. 

The vote on the first reading 
of the 1977 budget will take place 
next week and is expected to run 
into stiff opposition in the Knes- 
set. 

There was speculation that a 


substitute short-term temporary 
budget might haVe to be adopted 
until after the general election, 
scheduled for May 17. 

The draft budget will attempt 
to reduce investment while guar- 
anteeing services, maintaining full 
employment and protecting the 
real-term income of the lowest- 
paid members of Israeli society. 

Mr. Rabinowitz said the govern- 
ment would continue to support 
exports at a means of solving the 
balance of payments problem in 
the long term. The current acco- 
unts balance of payments deficit 
was 33 billion Israeli pounds (ab- 
out $360 million) last year.

Teng may be rehabilitated soo

PEKING, Jan. 24 (AFP) — Former 
Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping 
could be named shortly as first 
vice chairman of the Central Com- 
mittee, in other words the top dep- 
uty of Chairman Hua Kuo-feng 
in the hierarchy of the Chinese 
Communist Party. 

That is the latest news, accord- 
ing to various indications over the 
past few days from different sour- 
ces in Peking, about the political 
future of the ex-vice premier who 
was fired last April for “right de- 
viationism". 

However striking the report may 
sound, it is absolutely unofficial. 

It has not received any kind of 
confirmation and originally came 
from a low-level Chinese source. 
Nonetheless, it is worth reporting 
given the importance of the post 


for which Mr. Teng Hsiao-ping 
said to be in line. 

But before reaching politic 
conclusions, official conflimatf 
is necessary and many dlpionu 
in Peking are simply noting wi 
interest this report which follow 
many others - - all of them uwy 
firmed -- concerning the rise 
Mr. Teng Hsiao-ping.

Military conrt says

TEL AVIV, Jan. 24 (R). — A 
mintary court in Ramallah in 
the occupied West Bank north 
of Jerusalem has rated It was 
competent to continue Its trial 
of a rabbi from Hebron for dis- 
obeying an army order.

Prosecution witnesses gave 
evidence yesterday saying Rab- 
bi Levinger and Ids followers 
were removed from the build- 
ing and held a prayer meet i ng 
against express orders of the 
military governor. 

The trial continues. 


Gen. Peled, a professor on Arab 
literature at Tel Aviv University, 
said “It is incredible that with the 
exception of the candidates of Ra- 
kah (pro-Soviet Communist Par- 
ty), no others in the forthcoming 
general elections are proposing a 
peace plan. 

“The only solution to the con- 
flict is to negotiate with the Pa- 
lestinians. Israel must accept dia- 
logue with the PLO because a real 
peace treaty can only be signed 
with the enemy,” he said. 

“At the same time, Palestinians 
must accept the existence of the 
state of Israel,” he added. 

Asked whether a Palestinian 
state would be open to pressure 
from foreign powers, Gen. Peled 
said “the leaders of such a state 
would prefer to turn to the West 
than to the East" 

“They realise that if they per- 
mitted the Soviet Union, for exam- 
ple. to implant itself in the new 
state, it would not be easy to get 
it out” 


Allon says Egyptian internal situation 
may lead to some “foreign 



OCCUPIED Jerusalem, Jan. 24 
(R). — Israeli Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon said yesterday that 
Egypt’s serious economic situation, 
which culminated in riots last 
week, might lead President Anwar 
Sadat to embark on foreign adven- 
turism. 

Mr. Allon was presenting a poli- 
tical review to the cabinet at its 
weekly session here. 

A cabinet communique said the 
foreign minister discussed the for- 
thcoming visits to the Middle East 
of U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim and U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance. He also revi- 
ewed recent meetings between 
President Sadat and King Hussein. 

Mr. Allon said the only way for 
Egypt to break what he termed 
the vicious circle of its social and 
economic problems was to aban- 
don its “offensive policy" towards 
Israel in order to reduce its defe- 
nce expenditure. 

“Objectively, this is possible 


because Israel has no offensive 
designs against Egypt,” Mr. Allon 
said. 

“But because of the internal 
contradictions in Egypt’s policies 
there may be a hardening of Egyp- 
tian attitudes, in the hope that 
some world powers may be found 
who wish to save the present Egy- 
ptian regime at Israel’s expense,” 
he said. 

Mr. Allon said the recent riot- 
ing in Egypt should show its gov- 
ernment that a real political sol- 
ution to the Middle East crisis 
was the only alternative available. 


“But it is still possible that i 
Egyptians may try to find a * 
out of their social problems by 
adventurist policy. Only time 1 
tell where Egypt is heading,” 
said.
